Paris correspondent of the New York 
Times says the excitement over the possi- 
bility of a rupture between Franco and the 
United States is on the increase in that city 
and "causes infinitely more uneasiness 
there than at home." He says: 

All sorts of possible and impossible ru- 
mors are flying about on the subject, and 
on all sides a demand is made for a word 
of explanation from the Government. 

Among other statements is one to the ef- 
fect that a coldness has intervened between 
the Governments of France and Russia, 
because the latter has gained the ascenden- 
cy at Washington, and because it was by 
the advice of Russia that Mr. Lincoln con- 
sented to go to meet the Confederate com- 
missioners at Fortress Monroe! The logic 
of the thing you will see is in the fact that 
on former occasions we refused the entrea- 
ties of France to try to bring the rebels to 
terms by peace conferences and then yield- 
ed to the solicitations of Russia. 

Once started, it was just as easy to go 
further, and to the above report has been 
add > d a sequel, or more properly a corol- 
lary, to the effect that a secret understand- 
ing has been come to by the United States 
and Russia, by which Russia promises 
that when the United States attach s France 
and England in Mexico and Canada, or 
France alone in Mexico, she will recom- 
mence the march again through the Danu- 
bian Principalities toward Constantinople. 

It suffices to mention these reports, to 
show you the extent of the excitement on 
the subject. 

The French official and semi-official pa- 
pers have within a few days changed their 
tOM a.ain, and become more hostile to the 
Union cause. 

He states that the separation of citizens 
into Northern and Southern sympathizers 
is becoming more and more sharp and de- 
eisi\ e, and that this is as visible in govern- 
mental circles as in the public. 

These two parties, he affirms, "quarrel 
almost with the same vivacity as a North- 
ern and a Southern man would do, and this 
fact accounts for the many contradictions 
and the many currents of opinion, or rather 
fluctuations of opinion, we observe in the 
French press." Such a fact by itself will 
prove a most stringent and effective re- 
straint upon any ambitious or sinister de- 
signs Louis Napoleon— the most wily and 
uncrupulous of all royal scoundrels — may 
have against this republic. Prince Na- 
poleon, Emperor that is to be, if the present 
Emi>eror holds on to his head long enough, 
and don't hold on to his crown too long, is 
not only with the North, but takes extra 
pains to manifest the fact. This writer 
gives the following instance : 

A few evenings ago a well-known Demo- 
cratic politician of New York was invited 
to dine at the Prince Napoleon's, in compa- 
ny with some leading French Liberals,"all 
of whom, including the Prince, expressed 
themselves strongly in favor of the North 
and of abolition. The Prince said to the 
New York Democrat that the rebellion was 
a crime, and must and would be put down, 
and that in his opinion it was already near 
its close. He said that he differed with his 
guest in regard to emancipation, for that he 
had upheld President Lincoln In his eman- 
cipation measures from the start, and in 
fact the Prince and his French friends 
showed themselves so much better Ameri- 
cans than their American guest, that the 
latter felt confounded. The Prince, on this 
occasion, said that the French would be 
glad to get out of Mexico, as the Americans 
would be glad to get them out, for he was 
tired of the whole affair, and thought the 
French people were also. He expressed 
the warmest sentiments of friendship to- 
ward the United States, and hoped that the 
two nations would always remain the good 
friends they had been.

Au Important Problem iu Science Settled. 

Perhaps the most importaut discovery, 
and that which will most prominently mark 
the past year in the history of astronomical 
progress, is that which was announced to 
the Royal Society by Messrs. Huggius and 
Miller. This discovery upsets all the doc- 
trines to which astronomers have pinned 
their faith during the present century. 
1 Overy one is .familiar with the term Nebu- 
('i, an expression employed to desiguate 
certain misty masses of matter lrom which 
light is emitted, and which can only be ex- 
■i 'Mined with the aid of the most powerful 
lelescopes. These bodies, which appear as 

' apeless clouds of light at immense distan- 

s from the earth, have been of late years 
studied and observed by all classes of as- 

ronomers ; and, more recntly, they have 
been regarded as being simply huge clus- 

r»re of tixed stars, which, on account of their 

uormous distance) from us, appear blended 
together into a con fused mass. Watchful ob- 
servers concluded as we have said; and it 

as been for years the delight of astrono- 
mers to " resolve, " as the term is, these neb- 
u!;c. Since, however, thanks to the re- 
searches of Funseu and Kirchoff, a now sys- 
tem of chemical analysis exists, by means 

i v,*hich we can tell from the light which a 
body emits what is the nature «f its compo- 
sition, and since, this method has been put 
in practice in the case of the sun and lixed 
stars showing in them a constitution closely 
resembling that of our earth. Messrs. 11 ug- 
gins and Miller determined to put the light 

ftheuebuhe to a similar test. The spec- 
trum analysis of the nebular light has been 
accomplished, and, wonderful to tell, it has 
revealed the presence of only one or two el- 
ements and these are glrsses. Hence, the 
conclusion is inevitable that the nebuhi are 
most probably euormous masses of lumin- 
ous gases or vapor. This important conclu- 
sion, which is one of the most remaikable 
i hat has been for a long while arrived at 
brings astronomers back, iu some degree, 
to the peculiar views of Laplace as express- 
ed in his "Nebular Hypothesis. " 

Lace. 

Lace has a subtle and peculiar charactter 
quite indepodent of its costliness. It has 
- myserious beauty, which partakes of the 
charm that lies in the wonderful wood- 
carvings in Gothic cathedrals. Lace, old 
lace, is a product of art, not of manufacture; 
human life, human volition, is expressed in 
every inch of the delicate mesh, which 
makes the costly ground to set forth the 
pattern. There is individuality impressed 
upon eac^i kind of lace,just as there is upon 
the great school of painting; for the artist in 
each put their seal upon their work. It 
took a lifetime to produce even a small 
quantity of lace. il Les belles et etemelles 
Valenciennes" as they were called, requir- 
ed so much labor that some workers could 
only produce twenty-four inches in the 
year. The changes in the atmosphere and 
the ductuations in the health of the work- 
ers told on the finer kinds of lace; and it was 
a well-known fact, that if a piece were begun 
iu the city of Valencienues aud finished 
outside the Avails, it would bo inferior, 
though it might be the work o' the same 
hand, made with the same thread, and also 
on the same pillow. The llax of which the 
old Brussels and the point d'Alencon were 
made was cultivated on purpose; it was 
chiefly grown in Brabant, Haile and Court- 
rai, and had to be spun iu undergouud eel 
lars, because contact with the external air 
made the thread brittle. The thread was 
made so fine as almost to elude the sight; 
the spinner had to go by the sense of touch, 
examining every inch as it lefUthe distal!', 
and the slightest irregulaity stopping the 
wheel. The room was kept in darkness, 
except for one single ray of light to fall on 
the thread, which was thrown up by a 
background of dark paper. As it was in 
the sixteenth century, so it Is now. The 
wheel and distarf are still used to spin the 
flax for lace thread, and under the same con- 
ditions. No machine has yet been invented 
to equal the work of the trained flax spin- 
ner and her distatf. At the present day the 
hand-spun thread is often sold at £240 
for one pound averdupois of thread, 
and at the French exhibition in 1859, it was 
stated that sometimes the price runs as high 
as £oU0 for the kilogramme. Fine laco may 
well be costly !— [London Anthem. 

Sir William Dawes, Archbishop of York, 
was very fond of a pun. His clergy dining

A Collapse. 

The contrast between life and death was 
finely illustrated at the court house meet- 
ing last evening, together with the folly of 
non-committalism in times of revolution, 
of attempting to lead men with a trumpet 
that "gives forth an uncertain sound." 
This will be apparent on reading the re- 
port of the meeting in our local columns. 

The meeting was an adjourned one. The 
first installment of it came off lastJSaturday 
evening. It was ostensibly a call to citi- 
zens generally, irrespective of party. This 
was made especially pro 
tation for last evening. 

Well, the meeting convened according to 
adjournment and notice, Senator Guthrie, 
as on the former occasion, chief engineer. 
He nominated a chairman, and imme- 
diately that organization was effected, pre- 
sented the remarkable resolution giren in 
our report, prefacing it with a few remarks. 
The resolution is certainly remarkable, 
taken in connection with the character of 
the call, and tho Senator's remarks. These 
remarks contained ■ statement of the 
amount of property involved in the man- 
agement of our city government, and of 
surprise at the apparent lack of interest ex- 
hibited by voters in a meeting like this, 
where the nomination of candidates was to 
be made and their merits discussed. 

The meeting last night was very respec- 
table in size, several times as large as tho 
one on Sati^Uy. Still the Senator as l be- 
fore was apprised at the lack of interest. 
And after the passage of his resolution that 
the "friends of Mr. Delph,'" notwithstan- 
ding their confidence in him, do hereby 
withdraw his name as a candidate for 
Mayor, he moved that the meeting adjourn! 
The forlornuess, the mouldiuess, and seml- 
paralysis of the whole affair up to this 
point, well befitted the shuffling attempt to 
smuggle a partisan candidate upon the citi- 
zens of Louisville in the name of no-party. 
Citizens of all shades of opinion came as 
they were invited, and fouud themselves 
politely requested to say nothing and do 
nothing unless they were the " friends of 
Mr. Delph" — an anti-amendment Guthrie 
Democrat ! 

But the presence of these "all shades" 
produced paralysis amongst the "friends"' 
aforesaid. And they feebly withdrew their 
candidate and then themselves, leaving the 
mcetirig ivot visibly tlimiui.s/tni. Then fol- 
lowed the animated scene in which living 
men were the actors. Of course there was 
nothing more to be done than the mere ex- 
pression of opinion, and that was done in 
an admirable and eloquent manner by Mr. 
Tbora^sson, tho new chairman, whose 
words were received with lively applause. 
The constitutional amendment was the one 
in vitahle theme, and the enthusiasm for 
it was apparently unanimous and was cer- 
tainly hearty. 

Now, if Mr. Guthrie really desired to 
counsel with his fellow citizens, as he pro- 
fessed, upon the needful qualifications of 
the man tLey might chdose for Mayor, and 
not to promote the interests of a merely 
paitiiaa candidate, why didn't he stay and 
do it? He had as large an assemblage of 
them before him as he ought to expect to 
meet for such a purpose. And they were 
nearly all prominent and influential citi- 
zens. Does he despise all efforts at doing 
good except by the wholesale? Or did he 
discover that the particular little private 
dish he had cooked up, in the name ot the 
public, was likely to get spilled next Satur- 
day? And was this what caused the sud- 
den collapse of hi* interest in this "exceed- 
question?" 



In the speech of Mr. Guthrie at the court 
house, as reported in the Journal of yester- 
day, he says: 

It is not my province to arraign the pres- 
ent municipal administration. But I have 
s.-en no report of what the city Government 
has done within the past two years; we 
must be careful as to the future. 

We understand that the City Charter re- 
quires a statement to be made to the citi- 
zens annually, of the financial condition of 
the city, so that the tax payers may know 
what money has been paid into the Treas- 
ujy, and what has become of. it. Most cer- 
t.iinl v a measure of this kind is absolutely 
needed, and Mr. Guthrie is right in calling 
the attention of the tax payers to the sub- 
ject. Why has this report not been made? 
What says the present Auditor of Accounts? 
and what says the Mayor? The tax paying 
citizens join with Mr. Guthrie in a demand 
for the report. The tax payers have a right 
to know the financial condition of the city, 
present and prospective.

By the appointment of such a meetiug

Campbell, Knight, and perhaps others, now 
or soon to be aspirants, were delegates to 
such a convention, and Mr. Craig was ap- 
pointed by that convention as its State Ex- 
ecutive Committee.

If 
the lrieuds of other candidates desired to 
organize a meeting afterwards thev could 
do so. The resolution was then adopted. 

A motion was made to adjourn, which 
was voted down. Mr. Brown declined to 
occupy the chair ' any longer, the object of 
the meeting having been accomplished, and 
on motion.Mr. Thomasson was called to the 
chair. 

On taking the chair Mr. Thomasson said

There was but 
one groat question before the country; 
Congress had passed the Constitutional 
amendment aliolishing slavery, and every 
man in favor of it should come out openly 
for it. He was in favor of making the 
light on this issue. He had no candidate 
lor Mayor, but he would vote for no man 
who was not in favor of removing the dead 
carcass of slavery from Kentucky. Mr. 
Thomaason's remarks were frequently 
applauded.

Army of the Potomac. 

Filth Dtapatch— Further Particulars of 
Lee's ltepulse. 

The number of prisoners brought in by 
the 9th corps was reported yesterday cor- 
rectly at l.BOu. The loss in this corps is not 
far from the official figures, which have not 
yet been asceitained. After the fighting 
ceased at this point of the lint) it was 
thought that the attack might have been 
made to cover a more important one on the 
left, and consequently the entire army was 
put under arms, to be ready for any emer- 
gency. 

Gen. Humphrey was ordered to make a 
reconnoissance iu front of his line in order 
to develope the enemy's strength, and as- 
certain tneir movements. This was done 
shortly before noon, and the picket line was 
here driven in or captured for a considerable 
distance. Our men continued to advance, 
and part of the division reached and took 
possession of a second line of light works, 
but the rebels afterwards charged the latter 
in line of battle and forced our men back 
to the line first taken. 

This was principally caused by the fire 
from two batteries which they were enabled 
to throw along this advauced position. 
From this time till four P. M. the firing 
was not very severe, the enemy having re- 
tired to their works, leaving a strong picket 
line lo hold their pits. 

At this hour the signal to fall in was giv- 
en along the rebel line, and soon after a 
heavy column, appeared, and, forming a 
line of battle, advanced in a charge on 
Gen. Miles' division, but they were gallant- 
ly received by the heroes of this division, 
who soon drove them in disorder and with 
heavy loss. 

Twice they repeated the charge to break 
through the line, and failing in this, they 
endeavored to turn the right flank, but 
General M. was ready for them here as at 
other points, and they finally fell back and 
disappeared, leaving their dead and wound- 
ed on the field. The roar of musketry on 
this ground was as severe and continuous 
for two or thre« hours as was ever heard, 
and was not surpassed even by that heard 
lit the Wilderness. Gen. Miles and his 
officers and men received the highest praise 
for their gallant behavior on this occasion. 

The third division under Gen. Matt held 
the center of the line and repulsed each at- 
tack of the enemy with spirit, although the 
contest there was not as desperate as in 
front of the first division. The second di- 
vision held the extreme left of the line to- 
ward Hatcher's. The brigade commanded 
oy Gen. Smythe only being engaged they 
advanced at the same time with the rest of 
the line and took part of the enemy's forts 
with a number of prisoners. The losses in 
the second corps as near as as can be ascer- 
tained are GoO with probably 100 missing. 
Among the casualties are: 

Colonel Bilsee, of the 49th Pennsylvania 
infantry, Lieut. Colonel Andrews, of the 
^iJth Indiana, and Major Hamilton, of the 
100th Pennsylvania, were wounded, and 
Captain Stewart, of the 100th Pennsylvania, 

The engagement between the oth corps 
and the enemy here, as .at other parts of 
the line where the 2d and 9th corps fought, 
was brought on for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether the rebel works were occu- 
pied in force. Some of the troops finally 
reached the relad pickets, and took about 
forty-seven prisoners, driving the balance 
back to the main ranks. The enemy's bat- 
teries were very active here, and did a good 
deal of mischief. Firing was kept up till 
.lark without any attempt on their part to 
regain the lost ground. 

The casualties in the 5th corps were 3o of- 
ficers and 414 men. Among the killed are 
■ 'apt. Douglass, 139th Penn.; Adjt. Martin, 
I22d Ohio; Adjt. Crawford, 139th Penn.; Lt. 
Col. J. G. Parr, 139th Penn.; Major J. P. 
Uitch, 93d Pa.; Col. Killexr, 93d Pa.; OoL C 
tt Milliken,43d N. Y.; Capt. Kample, 13V»th 
Penn. 

The number of prisoners in our hands as 
the result of the day's operations, is 2,271 
enlisted men and 88 officers, besides about 
ir>0 wounded in our hospitals. 

An order is being issued to the army con- 
gratulating the officers and men on the 
splendid victory achieved over tho enemies 
•*** tii© country, and thanking them for their 
behavior on the occasion. 

To-day a good deal of picket firing has 
been kept up along the lines, but without 
anj- casualties as far as known. 

About 2") deserters came in to-day bring- 
ing, however, no news.

Army of the Potomac. 

name or the H|B Mllfc Dispatch. 

Nkw York, March 28.— The Time's cor- 
respondent with the left wing ot the army 
of the Potomac of the 25th says the Fifth, 
Second, and Sixth corps were in motion 
this morning. The Second was pushed for- 
ward and their line of works. Shortly 
after 8 o'clock the center corps became hot- 
Iv engaged with Johnson's division of An- 
derson's corps. 

Gen. Humphrey succeeded in driving in 
the rebel picket line on his main line, 
which speedily moved up to the front, when 
a desperate engagement took place. After 
repeated charges the 2d corps occupied the 
rifle-pits of the rebel line and have held 
them up to the present time. The 6th corps 
formed in line of battle along their main 
line of defense, and shortly the 2d corps 
moved forward. Wright sent his 2d and 
3d divisions, and the engagement thus be- 
came general along the entire line of the 
left, driving the picket line before them. 

The Sixth corps kept on until they had 
full possession of the main line of rifle pits, 
taking a large number of prisoners. As 
soon as the enemy saw that the Sixth corps 
purposed holding the pits their Hue of battle 
came over their works, and charging on our 
men pushed them slowly back. General 
Wright then brought up Wharton's divis- 
ion of his corps, and with their help the 
command retained possession of the rifle 
pits. 

The fighting in the front of the Second 
and Sixth corps was of a most desperate 
character, and the losses in killed and 
wounded heavy on both sides. The Sixth 
corps loss is estimated at about 400 killed, 
wounded aud missing. The Second corps 
loss will not fall far short of that number. 

The 6th corps captured nearly 500 priso- 
ners, and the 2d corps somewhere near 600. 
During the battle Gen. Crawford's division 
halted and remained outside of the range 
uf the shells, by the President, Gens. Grant 
and Meade, and several ladies. 

The Times' Army of the Potomac special 
of the 25th says: The affair of to-day has 
been in contemplation a long time aud was 
well prepared for. It was known that the 
enemy had been previously concentrating 
all their best troops and a large number of 
guns near the point of attack; had provid- 
ed abundance of ammuution, and com- 
pleted the arrangements deemed requisite 
to enable them to take the desired position. 
If they had succeeded they would have 
severed the communication between this 
army and City Point, and deprived us 
of all chances of obtaining supples. 
We should then have been driven 
to the extreme of assaulting them in their 
own works or abandon this encampment. 
The place chosen for the demonstration, 
though not the strougest part of our lines, 
possessed advantages found no where else 
along our front. It was on the extreme 
right of this army, on the south side of the 
Appomattox river, and where the shape of 
the ground afforded excellent facilities for 
rapidly entrenching and securing them- 
selves. It would have given them com- 
plete command of the line of our military 
railroad, and pt-rhaps rendered our position 
here untenable. 

Petersburg would have been freed from 
our grasp, and Richmond released from its 
present precarious condition. 

The Herald's 9th corps special, describing 
the attack on Fort Stedman, says: With- 
out arousing suspicion, the rebel troops got 
safelv out of the line of works thrown up 
for the protection of their skirmishers. 
At a given signal they bounded 
over these rapidly, cutting gaps in their 
chevaux de freise, and pressed on toward 
our line. A portiou of the Union line at- 
tacked was occupied by the troops of the 
9th Corps. The attack was so unexpected, 
and made in such overwhelming force 
that it caused our skirmish line to 
give way before the reserve could sup- 
port it, and the rebels pressed on and suc- 
ceeded iu breaking our lines at a point just 
tnis side of Fort Stedman, this side of the 
Appomattox river. On the front line are 
two strong works, then comes Fort McGil- 
very, and to the left of the latter are bat- 
teries nine and ten, Fort Stedman, battery 
No. 1, mortar battery, and Fort Haskell. 
This embraces a frontage of about a mile 
and a quarter in length. 

On this line the whole fighting was done. 
On reaching our abatis the enemy poured 
in a terrific volley, while their pioneers 



large gaps of sufficient size for an 
passage of large bodies of troops. It „ 
but the work of a very few minutes for 
them to force our maiu line, which they did 
making a breach at a point not far to the * 
left of Fort Stedman. Breaking the left 
of this work, they passed roundto the trav- 1 
eled road and captured the tort by charg- 
ing it in the rear. 

Immediately succeeding the attack Gen. 
McLaughlin, who had command of the line 
just to the left of where it is forced, hurried 
into Fort Stedm tn and was giving orders 
and cheering his men up to the last moment 
before he was captured.

In th.- 
meantime Gen. Schotield pushed forward 
rapidly. The advance of Shermau's left 
wing on the enemy's right iu the direction 
of Smithfield, made it necessary for Mm ■ - 
emy to fall rapidly back to cover thin ; 
point. Schotield continued to press Hum 
throughout Monday, and ou Tuesday enter- 
ed Goldsboro. 

Tuesday Sherman advanced again and 
skirmished with the rebel rear guard till 
reaching Ilentonvllle. Here the eneinv 
had entrenched on the opposite side of If ill 
Creek. The 20th corps was first engaged 
and at noon a sharp fight was progressing 
along the whole line, the cavalry of Kilpai- 
rick being actively engaged upon the left 
fiauk. 

The 20th corps suffered a tenqora/y 
check, but the 14tu corps coming up in 
good time, they held the ground. Tne 17th 
corps was advanced to the support of ihe 
14th and 2oth corps, and succeed in 
turning the enemy's right and compel! 1 n 
to give way.

COMMERCIAL. 

There was not much animation in the market to-day in 
, excepting that holders generally were 
prices, and we think the present the best 
time for our country dealers to make their purchases. 
Our merchants hare full stocks of dry goods, groceries, 
and all a-tides suitable to fill the demands of interior 
buyers, all of which are offered fully 20 per cent, leas than 
the current rates at the close of last mouth. New Or- 
leans Sugar, prime, that was recently purehased in New 
Orleans at 23*c, without adding the freight, is now offer- 
ed at 22c. The stock of Louisiana sugar, however, is 
very light, and holders are not much disposed to make 
concessions. Island sugars sell at much lower rates. 
The Provision market is pretty well sustained, with no 
supplies of country bacon, but city dealers steadily sap- 
plying country customers, as the stocks in the country 
are very light. The Flour market is very dull, with no 
demand whatever, excepting for extra brands for family 
use. The weather was cloudy with a light rain in the 
morning, bnt clearing off in the eveniug. The river is 
lulling very fust . 

The Money market continues exceedingly tight, the 
banks doing very little business, and Government Vouch- 
ers are pressing the uvtrket at 10 to 12 discount, -with 
very little currency to meet them. Gold, as we learn by 
special dispatches, opened to-duy iu New York at 153%, 
and at 12:33 it bad advanced to 154}.. The banks are tak- 
ing Eastern Exchange, which is scarce, at fcj and selling 
at par. The Cincinnati Gazette of ta-day says: 

"The banks threw out Kentucky currency to-day, wiih 
the exeeptiou of Northern Bank, aud put it at a discount 
ot per cent. The reason of this is the refusal of 

the parent banks to furnish greenbacks for the notes of 
the branches. Under this Bystem the Kentucky banks 
will have less difficulty in retiring their circulation than 
w hen they paid a premium lor it.
